THE FRIESE OF 
PEACHES 


CHEAPER HERE THAN IN 
LONDON 


— 


The comparison in the prices of home-grown 
and Italian peaches is discussed in a letter 
received from Messrs. Knowles and Sons, 
fruit growers and importers, 27 Grafton 
street, Dublin. 

Messrs. Knowles state that a correspondent, 


writing in the /rish Times, refers to the | 


relative prices paid for peaches last week in 
London and Dublin. On the face of it, they 
state, the contrast would seem absurd, but 
the explanation is quite simple. The corre- 
spondent was speaking of two entirely 
different articles—Italian peaches on the one 
hand, and. home-grown on the other. The 
current price list of Messrs. George Monro, 
Ltd., Covent Garden, London, the biggest 
wholesale house in Britain, quoted English 
peaches at 10s., 15s., and specials at 18s. and 
2ls, per dozen. 

“ These are wholesale prices, state Messrs. 
Kuiowles, “and rules out all possibility of 
buying ‘ best peaches in the Strand at 6d. 
each, as alleged by your correspondent. But 
Italian peaches are quoted in crates of 28 up 
to 42 at all prices, | gnás 5s. to 9s. per crate. 
It is these your correspondent would have got 
at 6d. each. Dublin has been flooded with 
them, and they could be bought, here at all 
prices from 2s. to 6s. per dozen. The best of 
them are not at all bad. In appearance, in 
fact, they beat home-grown, but the flavour is 
rather harsh and not equal to the delicate 
flavour of home peaches. We were not aware 
of any local ones being as much as 2s. each. 
Our own lots have ranged from 8d. to 1s. 6d., 
but will get dearer now, as they are almost 
over for the season. We have no hesitation 
in saying that peaches are one of the very 
few items which Dublin merchants can, and 
do, sell cheaper than London.” ae

Some people are fortunate 
enough to have hobbies which are in- 
dependent of nature’s light, and which en- 
gross them through the long evenings of 
the late and early year, but the majority 
are thrown back for their entertainment 
on the amusements provided from with- 
out. One of the features of modern 
civilisation is the improvement and _ in- 
crease in variety of these entertainments, 
so that nowadays the not-so-tired business 
man who wishes to beguile “he after work 
hours when the light no longer permits of 
tennis, swimming, golf or hiking has a 
considerable variety of attractive prospects 
before him. The cinema needs no com. 
ments ; for-he who nowadays cannot find 
some films to his taste must indeed be 
hard to please ; the theatre, we are pleased 
to see, flourishes once more after being 
threatened with extinction, and then 
comes dancing. 

Though widely popular, we cannot but 
feel that the true attractions of dancing 
have not yet been fully appreciated in 
this country. Each year shows a remark- 
able increase in the dancing public, but 
there are still many who, from shyness 
or lack of interest, still fail to avail them. 
selves of this excellent pastime. 


TUITION FOR ALL 


The shyness is often caused by the fact 
that dancing is taught as a compulsory 
subject in some schools, which gives rise 
in youthful minds to the impression that 
the performer must be an expert to be 
permitted to enter the ballroom. This 
impression is quickly erased when one 
enters any ordinary place of dancing for 
the first time, though with the many 
means of expert tuition which are now 
available for everybody the standard has 
risen to a remarkable extent in the past 
fow years. | 

Lack of interest in dancing in 
men comes from a fast-dying im. 
pression that dancing ig not quite 
a he-man’s attainment, but verv little 
experience will prove this to be a 
complete fallacy, and the vari ty of dances 
provided by the excellent dance bands of 
nowadays will be sure to include items of 
interest to everybody. 

Strangely enough, in Ireland Irish 
dances have been among the slowest to 
become popular, but the dancing public 
is beginning to appreciate their merit. 
and nowadays even the most sedate dances 
include the lively rhythms of the ‘‘ Walls 
of Limerick,’’ “The Siege of Ennis,” and 
others in their programmes, Indeed. the 
inclusion of these items has become so 
popular that it-is expected that a marked 
increase in Irish dances will be shown at 
this season’s balls. The ceilidhes which 
specialise in Irish dancing are always 
crowded to the doors, and undoubtedly 
we shall see many more of these jovial 
gatherings in the future. 

To the initiated each 
is a time of great interest. The new steps 
which are “ written up” during the 
summer, wh a opportunities for prac- 
tising in public are comparatively rare, 
are studied with avidity and tried out with 
more or leas success at the autumn dances. 


“SWING STEPS”

Much has been said and written this 
year about the '' swing steps ” and music,

The mysteries of the 
technical side of gwing dances are not 
known to any but the experts, but the 
very name implies something very attrac- 
tive when applied to dancing. The steps 
appear to be based on the familiar 
quarter turns, natural turns and reverse 
turns, and the particular adaptability of 
‘swing’ dancing to. the ‘crush “ 
dancing, so often necessary nowadays, 
makes this type of movement of the 
greatest practical interest. 

The: tango is a dance which formerly 
scared many amateur dancers from the 
floor, but with the advent of many up-to- 
date schools of dancing it is becoming 
more and more popular. The adaptability 
of tango tunes to a great variety of steps 
makes them very attractive to the more 
experimentally-minded dancers. That re- 
cent arrival, the rumba, enjoyed great 
popularity last year, both among those 
who had some idea of the steps and among 
those who had not. but who from the in- 
fectious rhythm of the tunes were forced 
on to the floor, and it is certain that this 
gay dance has come to take its place 
among the most popular items in our 
dancing evenings. The much-liked quick- 
step will be seen in all its forms, and 


from all accounts some exciting variations. 


have arrived in time for the coming 
season. 

The excuse of the laggard that “‘ I can’t 
dance ” is fast becoming obsolete. Re- 
cently numerous excellent schools of danc- 
ing have come into being in Dublin, 
staffed by experts in all the latest steps, 
as well as experienced teachers to guide 
the uncertain footsteps of the beginners. 
The certificated teachers in schools go 
each year to London and further afield, 
and come back with the latest steps at, 
shall we say, their toe-tips, to impart 
them to their pupils in Dublin. Fcr very 
moderate fees anybody can become a very 
passable dancer, and the lessons can be 
taken either in classes or under private 
tuition, Perhaps, we should not say it,

CELERY BOATS 


2 sticks -of celery, 2 ozs. gratéd 
cheese, 1 os. chopped walnuts, 1 packet 
of cream cheese, 2 ozs. butter. 

Pound the butter and cream chees2 
in a basin.

CHILDREN’S DANCING 


Comment on children’s dancing is 
hardly necessary ; for all of us will have 
seen one or other of-the children’s dancing 
matinées held from time to time in 
Dublin during the winter, and will realise 
that it has reached a standard which is 
truly amazing. Tiny tots, who could 
hardly have ventured on their A BC, are 
now brought regularly by their devoted 

arents or nurses to weekly classes, where 
in time they learn every aspect of the art. 
During recent years ballet dancing, comedy 
and national dances were the principal 
types taught to these smal! artistes ; but 
tap-dancing, which made its débiét last 
year, is expected to be more popular than 
ever this season, and particularly so for 
children.. The art of this extraordinary 
entertainment has reached even a greater 
state of perfection this year; for. new 
stéps and turns have been invented which 


those in charge of the various schools of | 


dancing in Dublin have already started te 
teach. Ballroom dancing, which hitherto 
was rather neglected in children’s classes, 
is now beine taught to the smallest pupils, 
whose elder brothers and sisters went 
through the\agony of attending classes 
when they reached the awkward ages of 
sixteen or seventeen, or, worse still, “ came 
out ” without ever learning even the most 
elementary steps. 

The League of Health and Beauty, 
which hds been such a raging success in 
Dublin, has improved the standard of 
dancing in ladies immensely, the: instruc- 
tion in poise and balance being of first 
importance in the dancing art, and the 
beneficial effect on the figure making those 
of less fortunate shape much more attrac- 
tive as pardpers. ut 

The question “ where. shall we dance 
often presents an embarrassing choice by 
way of answer. New and attractive places 
come along ‘each year, and older places 
preserve a deserved popularity. The 
regular Saturday night supper dances are 
among the most popular features of 
Dublin’s social life, while some think there 
is little to beat our Irish hunt balls, and 
others would not miss a ceilidhe for any- 
thing. For those who prefer .to leave the 
centre of the city terpsichorean hospitality 
is offered at various hotels within a radius 
of twenty or thirty miles from Dublin. 


EVENING FASHIONS 


With regard to evening fashions for 
women, the pendulum has swung back ; 
for, although many lovely full-skirted 
models are shown in the new collections, 
first place is undoubtedly given this year 
to the straight, slim and moulded 
silhouette. Outstanding fabrics for gowns 
of this type are satin, velvet, brocade and 
the various brochés and lamés, crépes and 
cloques. Although gay embroideries are 
stressed, colours, on the whole, are warm, 
rich and sustained The whole gamut of 
wine shades, from delicate rose to the new

MUSHROOMS ARE 


COMING | 
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OUR true mushroom lover already has 
her eye on her pet hunting grounds, 
for she knows that no mushrooms taste so 
well as those gathered fresh from the fields 
with one’s own delighted hands. Every- 
one knows what a good start to the day 
it is to have fried mushrooms and rashers 
for breakfast. But there are other no less 
delicious ways of serving them, either as 
a dish alone for lunch or a light supper, 
or in company with other things. 
Grilled mushrooms are very good, and, 


for those who find fried mushrooms rathe1 
indigestible on account of the amount of 
fat they absorb, a better companion to 
bacon or kidneys than when fried. First 
wash them under running water, lay them 
top-side down on the rack, place a walnut 
of butter on each and cook- under the 
griller for ten minutes. The stalks, of 
course, are removed and can be kept for 
flavouring soups. 

Greamed Mushrooms on toast are a very 
satisfying supper dish—and the sauce

Half a pound is enough for four people. 
Wash and peel the mushrooms and cut 
into small pieces.. Melt a couple of ounces 
of butter in a saucepan and cook the 
mushrooms for a few minutes. Now stir 
in slowly and carefully one tablespoon of 
sifted flour, and when it is smoothly mixed 
pour in gradually a cupful of milk. Keep 
stirring till the sauce thickens. Sprinkle 
in salt and pepper before taking off the 
fire, and serve on rounds of toast, prefer- 
ably toast buttered immediately before the 
mushrooms go on it and not already 
flabby. | 

The alternative to creamed mushrooms 
is cheese mushrooms, Clean and peel half 
a pound of mushrooms and put them in 
a saucepan with a little milk and some 
walnuts of butter. Stew gently till they 
are soft, and meanwhile make a good 
thick cheese sauce—grate two ounces 
of cheese into a pan, add a 
walnut of butter, a tablespoon of 
flour, salt, pepper, and a teacupful of the 
stock in which the mushrooms have 
stewed. Place the mushrooms on toast, 
pour over them the cheese sauce, and place 
the whole under the griller for a few 
minutes to brown. Sprinkle with a little 
chopped parsley and a pinch of cayenne 
just before serving. 

The touch of art is required in both 
these dishes when it comes to adding the 
flour. I always find it best to tilt the 
saucepan, drop a little flour at the edge 
away from the liquid, and stir the liquid 
towards the flour by degrees. In this way 
you make sure of a really smooth sauce. 

Devilled Mushrooms are good, too. 
Allowing three large mushrooms to each 
person, pee] and stem nine. Make a paste 
with two ounces of butter, two teaspoon- 
fuls of French and one of ordinary 
mustard, a teaspoonful of lemon juice, and 
a dessertspoonful of sweet Mango chutney. 
Beat all these well together, and then

em in a baking tin, sprinkle with salt 
and pepper, coat with fine breadcrumbs, 
pour a little melted butter over each and 
bake in a hot oven for fifteen to twenty 
minutes. Serve on buttered toast 
garnished with fresh watercress. 


WITH MACARONI 


Mushrooms go amazingly well with 
macaroni. Cook a quarter of a pound of 
macaroni till tender in well-salted water, 
then drain, and put in an ounce of butter. 
Wash, peel and slice six or eight big mush- 
rooms and two good-sized tomatoes. Melt 
two ounces of butter in a fireproof dish, 
add salt and pepper, and cook -the 
tomatoes and mushrooms gently in this for 
ten minutes in the oven. When these are 
tender, heap the macaroni on a hot dish. 
arrange the tomatoes and mushrooms in 
alternate slices round it, and pour the 
seasoned butter over all. 

Mushroom Soufflé is another delicious

The cardinal feature of the plan was 
that all juvenile street traders should be re- 
quired, as a condition of obtaining their 
licence permitting them to trade, iad of re- 


taining same, to attend suitable continuation 


classes at a social welfare centre. The 
Employment of Children Act, 1903 gave the 
Corporation powers to impose that condition. 
The letter recited the activities of the 
Children’s Court. ‘‘ While the granting of 
licences,”’ it stated, ‘‘ was at, the discretion of 
the Juvenile Advisory Committee, the func- 
tion of the Court was to enforce obedience to 
the by laws of the Corporation in respect of 
juvenile street trading, including the com- 
pulsory attendance at suitable classes at one 
or other of the centres of instruction. Ii a 
juvenile street trader broke the by-laws lI, 
as President, had authority to fine him. 
When he or she became incorrigible I sent 
the delinquent to the District Justice. The 
parents were also summoned to attend in the 
first instance, that their responsibility as to 
the future welfare of their a might be 
emphasised. ”’ - 


SPECIAL CLASSES 


Mr. Ryan further pointed out that special 
classes for newsboys were organised at the 
Clarendon street Evening School, in the 
municipal premises, and at Temple street. In 
this work, both in the establishment of 
classes and on the social side, they had the 
assistance of the Society of St. Vincent de 
Paul and of various religious communities, 
and the eo-operation of the burn ot 
Education and of the City of Dublin Techni- 
cal Education Committee Work on the 
same lines was carried on by the Belvedere 
College past pupils, who formed an newsboys’ 
club, and by the Dominican College past 
pupils with their working girls’ club. 

That was the position im 1926, and there 
were conversations between Mr. Ryan, on 
behalf of the Corporation, and members of 
the previous Administration, but the scheme 
for extension of the Children’s Street Trading 
Court was never forthcoming. 

No scheme for continuation classes or 
centres was established, and while the original 
Juvenile Advisory Committee has continued 
to grant licences the new by-laws compelling 
attendance at continuation classes were not 
enforced very strictly, and in the absence of 
judicial authority soon became a dead letter. 
The compulsory registration of street traders 
at the Employment Exchange, with a view 
to better employment, seems also to be in 
abeyance. 

The need for such a scheme, wrote Mr. 
Ryan, is greater than ever, by reason of the 
increasing population of the city and the ex- 
tension of its boundaries, while with the 
increase of industrialism. some forms of 
‘‘ blind-alley ’’ employment are inevitable. 
The blind-alley worker must receive special 
treatment. if he is to be raised above his 
environment and be eventually absorbed into 
the ranks at least of semi-skilled workers. . 

Some of the clubs referred to were still in 
existence, and others could be brought into 
being with little outlay and would be avail. 
able for the classes under a compulsory 
scheme, That would render the problem 
easier of solution. 

In all the circumstances Mr. Ryan asked 
for the reconstitution of the Children’s Street 
Trading Court, and the taking of steps with 
the other Departments to extend educational 
and social welfare facilities for the juvenile 
street traders and other ‘“ blind-alley ” 
workers. The old powers of compulsion 
existed, embodied in the by-laws under the 
Employment of Children Act, while the recent 
Yonditions of Employment Act, if invoked in 
favour of the street traders, appeared to give 
ample power in other directions. 


A HEADLINE 


I would like. he concluded, that the scheme 
formulated in considerable detail for the 
Twenty-Six © Counties, and apparently’ 
approved by all parties, and which had the 
attention of successive Ministers for Justice, 
should now be.put into operation to secure 
supervision of juvenile street traders and 
others engaged in ‘‘ blind-alley ' occupations. 

If the scheme were worked in Dublin it 
might become a headline for the extension 
of similar schemes to other counties. Local 
committees; and particularly Vocational 
Education Committees, might help.

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HE new training college for nuns at the 
£ Convent of Our Lady of Mercy, Carys- 
fort, Blackrock, County Dublin, is 
designed on three floors, and all main rooms 
have southern aspects. The entrances are at 
each end of the muin wing (ground floor), 
and are connected with a corridor approxi- 
mately 500 feet long. Qff the entrance halls 
are the boot rooms, cloakrooms, lavatories, 
pariours, offices end staircases. All service 
rooms are tiled on floors and walls. The 
walls to all corridors have pitch. pine 
panelled dadoes. The entrance porches have 
oak panelling to walls, with similar dadoes. 
Entrance doors and screen doors and all wood 
work generally is in pitch pine. All corridors 
are covered. with oak wood block floors. All 
glazed panels to doors are in copper glaziu.t. 

Off the main corridor are the lecture halls 
laboratories, two classrooms, two music rooms, 
study hall, ete. Each classroom is fitted 
with a teaching rostrum, with special heating 
facilities under same. The laboratory benches 
are covered with teak, with pitch pine 
framing to cupboards under. The floor of the 
laboratory is teak block flooring. All shelving 
to walls in laboratory is carried out in plate 
glass on stainless steel brackets. The flooring 
generally to classrooms is narrow width edge- 
grained pitch pine flooring. The walls to ail 
class rooms are carried to a height of 3’ 6° 
with pitch pine panelled dadoes. 

Special attention has been given to the sound- 
proofing of the music rooms, The walls to these 
rooms are built with cavity construction, and 
each room is lined on ceilings and walls. 
All music rooms are entered off a secondary 
corridor, cut off from the main corridor. with | 
double screen doors. 

The chapel is centrally situated, projecting 
from the main wing, with entrance off a 
central Jobby on the main ground floor cor- 
ridor. All wood work in the chapel, to choir 
stalls, confessionals, doors, etc., isin Austrian 
oak. The nuns’ stalls are on a raised dais 
along the side walls of the chapel: Circulat- 
ing heating pipes under the dais supply the 
heat to the stalls. The semi-circu/ar apse 
containing the altar is covered with a copper 


dome externally, and internally is finished 
with decorative plaster ornament, illuminated 
with concealed lighting. The flooring to 
apse, altar rails, etc.,; is carried out in white 
marble. 

The main lighting to the chapel is of the 
concealed type from behind the cornice at 
ceiling level, and giving reflected light from 
the ceiling down into the body of the chape!. 
Local bracket lighting is provided over the 
nuns’ stalls. Two sacristies are provided 
off the chapel with the requisite 
accomodation, 

A gallery, with access from the first floor 
level, is provided in the chapel, containing 
the electric organ and also No. 2 nuns’ 
tribunes, : 

The kitchen wing is a self-contained unit, 
with separate see ó ertrance. All kitchen 
stoves are tin. on floors and walls, marble 
shelving being provided in the larder, and 
stainless steel runners and brackets being 
provided in the eat store. 

The scullery contains teak and earthen-ware 
sinks, with W.I, potracks, teak shelving, etc. 
The kitchen has tiled floors and walls, and has 
double anthracite cookers set m an arched 
tiled recess. Gas-operated steamers, etc., have 
been provided in addition. 

The main servery and wash-up is tiled in 
similar manner to stores, with wall cupboards 
for china, glass-ware, etc. ; and a heated press 
has been provided for rapidly drying kitchen 
cloths, etc, The refectory walls are panelled to 
a height of 36ft. 6ins. with pitch pine panel- 
ling. The floor is covered in oak wood blocks, 
and the ceiling is designed with a deep cove 
and panelled. 

The two upper floors contain 100 nuns’ cells. 
Each cell contains a built-in wardrobe, The 
space between the top of the wardrobes and 
ceiling is used as trunking to provide cross 
ventilation to each sdtviduad cell. The 
sanitary services, linen rooms, bathrooms, etc., 
are contained in the end wings. The walls 
and floors are tiled, and all the waste and soil 
pipes are carried down inside the building in 
ducts. The floors of the cells are edge- 


? 
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grained pitch pine, and the floors to the 
corridor are wood blocks. All internal and 
external angles in cells, etc., are rounded. 

The main walls are all brick-built. All 
exterior walls are lined with plaster slabs on 
rubberoid pads on wood studs pressure, 
creosoted, as insulation against heat loss, All 
floors are hollow rib reinforced concrete. The 
external finish is cement stucco. The style of 
the burlding is free classic, designed to har- 
monise with the existing building, with which 
it is connected. 

The architect was Mr. George L. O’Connor, 
27 Dawson street ,Dublin, whose designs 
were carried out by the general contractors, 
Messrs. T. and J. Macken. All the oak 
church furniture fitted in the new chapel was 
made in: Messrs. Macken’s new premises at 
Patrick street, Dun Laoghaire, which are 
equipped with the most modern woodworking 
machinery. 

A very fine new organ is. placed on the 
galery. This instrument has been supplied 
by Messrs. ‘lelford and Telford, Organ 
Builders, Dublin, and contains 2 manuals of 61 
notes each, CC tu C, and a apes yeti 30 
notes, CCC tu F, with 6 full speaking stops 
and 5 couplers. The action which is remark- 
ably responsive is the very latest system olf 
tubular pneumatic 

The organ is contained in a case of pitch 
pine, with a contrasting front of silvered 
pipes facing down the church. The tone of 
this instrument suits the building admirably. 

The ornamental leaded light windows and 
copper glazing were supplied by the Dublin 
Glass and Paint Co., Ltd., 41 Middle Abbey 
street, Dublin. .

PLANNING FOR A LONGER 
SEASON 


With the 1937 tourist season drawing to a 
close, the I.T.A. is now busily preparing for 
the achievement of new record figures in the 
coming year. A full report of the season a 
results will be submitted to the annual general 
meeting of the Association, fixed for the 
28th October. Meanwhile, the partial figures 
available for this season prove that once 
again the anticipation of increased figures has 
been justified. particularly in relation to 
traffic from Great Britain. a 

The concentration of hchdays in August, 
which this year resulted in overcrowding at 
many. resorts, is causing concern to all in- 
terests. Special consideration is being given 
to the possibility ot extending the season, by 
diverting business to other months. 
During the present season both external 
and home traffic have reached higher dimen- 
sions than in any previous year, and a notable 
feature has been the increase in the number 
of cars displaying foreign registrations. 

At the monthly meeting of the Central 
Executive of the Irish Tourist Association the 
President, following his visit to America, sub- 
mitted an interesting report on the prospects 
of increased tourist traffic from that country 
and the best methods of attracting American 
patronage, 

The Association decided to make provision 
for representation at the Glasgow Exhibition, 
which will extend from April to October, 
1938. It was noted with satisfaction that 

rovision has already heen made by the 
Government for representation on a national 
fork World Fair in 1939. 
Plans were also formulated for submission to 
the Government with a view to the repre- 
sentation of Irish tourist interests at Paris 
in conjunction with the work of the Saorstat 
Legation at that city. 7

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What's the Racket ? 


Here is an interesting side-light on the 
‘“ book-racket.”’ 

Macy’s, of New York, the big store, 
recently took a full page in the New York 
Times te appeal to authors, in their own 
interests, not to allow the price of their 
books to be fixed beforehand, by contract, 
by their publishers. What is the idea? 

Obviously Macy’s can sell, 
books, anything up to 100,000 copies. 
Likewise they will probably sell only at a 


reasonable or popular price (book-buyers | 


who rely on a Selfridge type of shop are 
not usually very discriminating, and will 
not buy expensive books). Therefore, 
they are interested in the marked pub- 
lished price. 

But, surely, if they offer to buy 100,000 
copies of any book, any author, or 
publisher, would willingly agree to an 
alteration of the contract’? On a 15s. book, 
at 10 per cent., an. author gets 1s. 6d. ; 
half that at ten times the sale is equally 
attractive. 

The only explanation must be that, 
while the author’s royalty remains at 10 
per cent., no matter what the price, the 
big store insists on getting the books from 
the publisner at shave-beggar terms; the 
publisher is not keen—the store loses its 
chance, and the author likewise. 

Or is there some other solution ?

The Aga Khan 
was one of those who came and sat by him 
in earnest conversation for over twenty 
minutes Mr. Malcolm Macdonald was 
another who greeted Mr, de Valera with 
a warm shake of the hand, and seemed 
delighted to see him. But Mr. Anthony 
Faden, although they appeared to meet 
frequently in passing to and fro, had no 
conversetion with the Irish representative, 
nor did he appear to see him. The Presi-

ings of the Government Party for some 
time.

He made 
a calm indictment of Japan, entering 
China’s protest against her neighbour's 
aggressive war on her people. It was to 
provide a “ shaking up ”’ of the Assembly, 
and brought the first genuine applause 
from all present. But China does not 
seem hopeful of securing the assistance 
which the nation anticipated, and is only 
consoled, I learn, that the League—which 
is still a world forum—gives her the 
opportunity of sending out her message to 
the other countries, and thus gaining their

moral support. Having observed sanctions 
against Italy withdrawn, China sees little 
hope of having them put into operation 
against Japan. 


Most Dominant Personality 


It is generally admitted that the most 
wWigorous and dominant personality attend- 
ing the world Assembly of the League is 
that of Litvinoff.. The Soviet delegation 
appear formidable. They are seated at 
the left side section, and occupy two rows. 
There are always delegates from the other 
countries addressing these Russian repre- 
sentatives, while M. Litvinoff seems one of 
the most popular men at the meetings. 
Mr. Anthony Eden sat with M. Litvinoff 
at the Council meeting when the Palestine 
partition report was presented.

CZECHOSLOVAK TRADE 


THE PRAGUE AUTUMN FAIR 


The Prague Autumn Fair, which closed 
on September 12th, reports a very satisfactory 
increase in the volume of business concluded 
this season. 
crease in the number of exhibitors, which 
this year totalled 2,819, against 2,104 in 1932. 
A marked improvement in the quality of the 
goods displayed can be wxehdasd by the fact 
that most of the large producers are beginning 
to realise fully the importance of the Fair, 
and they are displaymg goods suitable not 
only for home consumers but for export 
customers 

The extent of the interest shown by foreign 
buyers can be judged by the fact that busi- 
mess was concluded during the Fair on behalf 
of firms from fifty-two different countries, 
Importers from Western Europe, England 
and Ireland showed a renewed interest, and 
a great deal ‘of trade was secured from big 
departmental shops in the United States wal 
Canada. Two of the leading Czechoslovak 
export syndicates, “Omnipol” and ‘‘Anchor,”’ 
participated for the first time, and obtained 
very satisfactory contracts on a compensation 
basis.

ANNUAL CHARITY SERMON 


The annual charity sermon in aid of the 
Magdalen Asylum and Monastery of Our 
Lady of Charity of Refuge, Lower Gloucester 
street, Dublin, will be preached in the Church 
of St. Saviour’s,. Dominick street, after the 
12 o’clock Mass on Sunday next, by the Rev. 
J. J. Powell, O.P. Within the walls of this 
refuge 130 women find asylum. Considerable 
expense is entailed in providing them daily 
with the necessities of life, the proceeds from 
the laundry not being sufficient to meet 
this demand, The Sisters receive no Govern- 
ment grant, and the existence of a long- 
standing debt -burdens them so heavily that 
they are compelled to make this annual 
appeal for support.

Mr. Lemass’s Commission 


Last Thursday’s disaster in Scotland 
has inspired the Free State Government 
to action—of a sort. It is announced this 
morning that the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce has established an inter- 
departmental commission to examine the 
problem of ‘seasonal migration of 
labour ’’ to Great Britain. We are not 
enamoured of this proposal. A commis- 
sion, composed from various departments 
of State, ought to be, in theory, the best 
possible medium for the ventilation cf a 
scandal; yet it has not proved so in the 
past, Two years ago or thereabouts an 
inter-departmental commission was estab- 
lished to consider the question of ‘‘ public 
works in relation to employment.” It did 
nothing of any practical value, and gave 
rise to the question whether it was not, 
in fact, an expedient to shelve a dangerous 
We repeat that we do not like 
Mr. Lemass’s new commission. Nobody 
can impugn the character of any of its 
members, all of whom are gentlemen of 
the highest reputation in the Civil Service, 
We dislike, however, the fact that it is 
a commission of Government servants, 
called to sit in judgment upon a matter

that concerns very intimately the Govern- 
ment’s policy. We should prefer very 
greatly a public commission—presided 
over, if needs be, by a civil servant—on 
the lines of the old vice-regal commis- 
sions. Mr. Lemass would do well to recall 
that this matter which has resulted from 
the Kirkintilloch tragedy does not reflect 
upon his Government, to the exclusion of 
other administrations.

The New Farming - 


Up to the present the effects of the 
Government's. decision. to slaughter calves, 
and to pay a subsidy upon their heads, 
have been discreetly hidden by the 
peculiarities of time. In most mundane 
affairs there is what is known to scientific 
investigators as a “ time Jag,” a period 
which must elapse before the changes 
that result from a variation in policy 
begin to manifest themselves. In the 
cattle trade this ‘‘ time ]ag ” is the period 
between thé calving and the time when 
the beast must come into the market as a. 
store. Normally it would take, in practice, 
about three years before these consequences 
became apparent to the economic observer, 
and that time has now arrived. In the 
statistics for external trade, recently 
published by the Ministry of Industry 
and Commerce, it may be observed that 
for the months of August in 1936 and 
1937 the exports of store cattle have fallen 
by about 9,006 head.. The full enormity 
of this decrease 1s hidden by the fact that 
prices have increased considerably during 
the past year, so that we have the para- 
doxical situation in which fewer cattJe 
are valued at more in cash. An examina- 
tion of the figures for the whole eight 
months of last year and this year still 
conceals the enormity of the change which 
has been created, since there has been 
an increase ‘in both the number and the 
value of the store cattle exported in the 
comparable periods. For the eight months, 
however, the change is exemplified best in 
the numbers of fat cattle exported; and 
in the period there has been a decline of 
about 8,000 head. These figures clearly 
indicate a, turning-point in the agri- 
cultural economy of Saorstat Eireann 
and a break with the traditional routine 
of the Irish countryside. For the next 
few years we must expect gradually de- 
creasing numbers in the exports of cattle; 
and, unless the extermination of calves is 
again invoked, a change in the direction 
of our meat trade. It may happen, 
indeed, that we shall be unable to fulfil 
our allotted quota not only in the British 
market, but in those new markets which 
have been cultivated assiduously by the 
Government in recent years. It may be 
doubted whether this radical alteration 
in the routine of our agriculture has yet 
received full attention. 

The finest grazing lands in Europe are 
now in process of breaking up; they are 
being broken by the plough on the one 
hand and by the Land Commission on the 
other. By a series of bounties, which 
may or may not be justified by results in 
years to come, the Government has de- 
creed that root and grain crops shall take 
the place taken by cattle for more than a 
century. At the same time, the great 
estates are being distributed among a 
number of small holders, who, however 
their inclinations may lie, musi follow the 
declared policy of the Government, if they 
are fo extract even a bare livelihood from 
their land.

Seventy Happy Years 


Our writers of fiction are divided in 
opinion whether it is more patriotic‘ to 
write of one’s nation in a haze of romance, 
or to set one’s teeth and tell only the bad 
things that one knows about it.

service of science! Such men as these are 
not famous, save among their fellows ; the 
multitude does not hear of them, though, 
in the end, it profits by their toils. . Their 
reward is intellectual ; their. pleasures are 
those of good fellowship, as on the day, 
only two years ago, when a group, which 
included some of the chief experts of the 
world; stood on a Leinster bog in drench- 
ing rain to discuss the peat’s origin, and 
the bog sank under them until they were 
almost knee-deep in mire, such was the 
weight of learning massed upon it—as Dr. 
Praeger drolly remarks.

The Tunes observes editorially to-day :— 
It is, perhaps, one of the defects of the 
present economic system that it allows a 
great deal too much scope to the 
gambling instinct. Admittedly, it is often 
very hard to draw a line between legiti- 
mate trading—the perfectly proper busi- 
ness of guarding against a future risk— 
and the manipulation of commodities, 
securities or currencies by people whose 
sole aim is to enrich themselves at the 
expense of the society they ought to serve. 
Nor can speculation be condemned out of 
hand ; for it is to the merchant adventurer 
of the cighteenth and nineteenth cen- 
turies, to the willingness of the business 
man to take more than ordinary risks, 
and to the complete freedom he enjoyed 
to rove across the whole realm of com- 
merce that we owe our present level ol 
material civilisation in all its diversity. 


To interfere with this freedom beyond a 


point would be to court risk of material 
decline. Yet, unless commerce and finance 
find it possible to rid themselves of what 
Bagehot called the dirty crowd of little 
men who follow in the wake of enterprise, 
and who seek to turn wars and rumours 
of war to their advantage, it will provoke 
a call for regulation and restraint which 
Governments may find it impossible to 
resist. fen 

Fighting in the Far East, the vicissi- 
tudes of the Spanish civil war, piracy in 
the Mediterranean, and the economic 
crisis in France have provided speculators 
with a deafening barrage, behind which 
they have resumed their sniping on the 
prosperity of the world. The events 
themselves are serious enough to create 
doubt and hesitation in the mind of the 
ordinary man and to persuade him to 
great caution in his business dealings, 
but they have been magnified out of their 
true proportion by people whose stock-in- 
trade is the spirit of defeatism and whose 
profits depend upon calamity.

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EWS of the safety of the racing 
yacht Endeavour I., which has 
been missing for ten days, was re- 
ceived by Uloyd’s in London yester- 
day. and the famous Lutine Bell was 
rung twice to proclaim the good 
news. The report now turns out to 
be untrue. 

A Reuter message from Horta (Azores) 
stated that the yacht had been signalled 
two hundred miles south-west of the 
Azores and that all on board were well. 
The news was supposed to have come from 
the British tank motor vessel Amastra. 

Some hours later the good news was 
contradicted by the following Lloyd’s 
radio telegram from the Amastra, de 
spatched at 10.25 pm. (Greenwich mean 
time) :— 

“ Hearing it broadcast from London 
that. the Amastra had sighted the 
Endeavour I., I feel deeply concerned, 
as I have not seen or heard anything 
whatever about her, and gravely 
deplore the’ statement made. 

“ (Signed ) MAster.”’ 

The Amastra (8,031 tons) is owned by 
the Anglo-Saxon Petroleum Co., of Lon- 
don. 

The radio station at Horta has been call- 
ing every half hour to steamers for news, 
but up to 11 p.m. (Irish time) last night 
without result. 

Ten days ago Endeavour I. broke adrift 
from the yacht Viva II. which was towing 
her, in a terrific storm off the American 
coast. Ocean liners kept double watch 


in the hope of sighting her; Americati 


coastguard cutters and aeroplanes scoured 
the seas for days before abandoning their 
search. 

Endeavour I., launched at Gosport in 
1934, unsuccessfully cheilenged for the 
America’s Cup the same year. 


PARIS MYSTERY 
WHITE RUSSIAN 
GENERALS VANISH

PARIS, Thursday. 

Two White Russian generals have dis- 
appeared in mysterious circumstances in 
Paris, where they had their headquarters. 
One is General Miller, head of the White 
Russian ex-Service men in 
successor to General Koutiepoff, who was 
kidnapped from his house in Paris in 
1930, and has never been heard of again. 
The other is Miller’s colleague, General 
Skebline. 

General Miller was last seen yesterday 
afternoon, when he left the headquarters 
of the ex-Service Men’s Association, near 
the Champs Elysées. He told his colleagues 
that he would be returning later in the 
afternoon. His wife informed the police 
last night. Later a letter was found 
addressed to the Secretary of the Associa 
tion, in which Gene.al Miller said: “I 
have a rendezvous with General Skobline 
at 12.30 to-day. We are to meet the 
German Militarv Attaché of a neighbour- 
ing country and another. Both. speak 
good Russian. The rendezvous has been 
arranged on Skobline’s initiative. It is, 
perhaps, a trap. Therefore, I leave this 
note ”’ 

The letter mentions the name of Stroman 
as “the German Military Attaché’’ and 
Werner as ‘‘a member of the German 
Embassy staff in Paris,” but neither of 
these names is known to the German 
Embassy here or at the War Ministry in 
Berlin. 

M. Kousonsky, the Secretary of the 
Association, at once summoned a meeting, 
at which General Skobline was present. 
Skobline declared that he had no know. 
ledge of any such rendezvous, and he was 
at a loss to understand General Miller's 
letter. Later it was understood that 
General Skobline had also disappeared 
since the meeting.

RESIDENT DE VALERA, speak- 
ing at the Sixth Commission of 
the League of Nations Assembly to- 
day concerning the proposed parti- 
tion. of Palestine, said that he wished 
to know exactly what-it was to which 
the Committee was being. asked to 
commit itself. Some of the speakers 
appeared to have been speaking with 
two voices. On the one hand they 
asked the Commitiee to give its bene- 
diction’ to a search for a solution of 
the problem along the line of the 
partition of Palestine, while, on the 
other, they said they (the Committee) 
would remain quite free and would 
not be commiited in any way by that 
investigation. | 
Surely, if the Committee gave its 
approval to an attempt to find a solution 
along the line of partition only, that 
approval, when the report was eventually 
submitted, would be used to prejudice the 
position. It would be said that the Com- 
mittee had given its approval in advance 
to a partition scheme. 


NO SOLUTION 


In his opinion, the Committee should 
not be asked to commit itself in advance. 
He was in favour of the pursuit of a 
solution, but he wanted it. pursued with 
open terms of, reference, and did not want 
their search to begin with an agreement 
that the solution was to be sought along 
the line of partition. He did not believe 
that it could be found along such lines. 
Partition was no solution. All the parties 
concerned, the Christian world interested 
in the holy places, the Jews and the 
Arabs, had, so far as there had been any 
Opinion expressed by them, opposed the 
solution by partition. 

The consequences of partition had been 
very clearly indicated in the speech by the 
representative of Iraq. Partition of their 
national territory was the cruellest wrong 
that could bedone to any people. Parti- 
tion would not mean appeasement or make 
Íor peace. It would create a position with 
problems for the future even more difficult 
than those now under discussion. The 
Committee, should, therefore, not commit 
itself at the very outset to a type of solu- 
tion which many of the members of the 
Committee were satisfied would be no 
solution at all.

Big Drop 
in Export 
of Cattle 
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Change in 
Method of 


Farming

REMARKABLE drop in the 
export of cattle is revealed 
in the Dublin Cattle Market. 

A number of exporters with whom 
I discussed the situation last night 
explained that the searcity of cattle 
was due to many causes. First f 
all, they pointed to the fact that the 
Cattle Slanghter Act of a couple of 
years ago, the effect of which is now 
becoming visible, must have led to a 
reduction in the number of animals 
by at least 100.000. - 

Another factor was the great division of 
land which has taken place throughout the 
country over the last three years. Under 
this land division many thousands of acres 
heretofore devoted to the raising of cattle 
have been divided up among smal] holders, 
who, naturally, are only slightly interested 
in stdck-raising. Yet another factor, it 
was stated, was the fixed, and high, price 
for wheat and oats. This has naturally 
resulted in the breaking up of a large 
acreage of pasture and consequent tillage, 
and is incidentally reflected in the high 
prices for agricultural horses and the in- 
creased demand for mechanical farm 


power. 
RURAL INDUSTRIES 


Still another, but possibly only a minor, 
factor is the establishment of rural in- 
dustries. Where, heretofore; beef found 
its way, automatically, to Dublin and 
across Channel, local butchers must now 
feed the increased industrial population 
of some 80,000 workers and their families, 
and as a result: local slaughter-houses are 
continuously busy. 

There is little doubt that all these causes 
have had a pronounced cumulative effect, 
which, it was said, will be more or less 
permanent. 

It is also worth noting that insistence 
on the value of the dairying industry is 
throwing the weight of production rather 
to this side, particularly so as local towns 
are now absorbing vastly increased quanti- 
ties of new milk and butter. 

The final result which may accrue from 
the altered situation is a matter of opinion. 
At the moment it merely means that the 
incidence of farm production is changing 
largely from a pastoral to an arable system 
based in increased production and _ in- 
creased consumption in the Free State. 

Financially the balance will not be 
materially altered either for or against the 
farmer or the country, but the subsidiary 
factors will undoubtedly have considerable 
influence on the trend of life in the

enable the difference between the ideas of 
the two industries to be bridged.’’ 

It must be borne in mind, he said, that 
to-day there are 2, fewer British ships in 
service compared with 1921; furthermore, 
that no less than 3,000,000 tons of British 


shipping in service is over twenty years old.

LORD CRAIGMYLE’S 


WARNING 


The high prices which rule for new shi 
were discussed by Lord Craigmyle, Chair- 
man of the P. and O. Company, at a 
luncheon following the launch by the 
Countess of Cromer of the new P. and O. 
liner, Strathallan, from the Vickers-Arm- 
strong yard at Barrow in Furness yesterday. 

It took an owner about twenty years to 
pay off the cost of a vessel, said Lord Craig- 
myle. Accordingly, not only the prevailing 
rates of freight had to be considered, but 
what were likely to be the rates of freight 
throughout a long noe of years, as well 
as the likely costs during that time of fuel, 
stores, repairs, dry docking, wages and 
salaries, and, in fact, every item which 
shipowners had to disburse. 

Lord Craigmyle added :— 

““If there is anything certain in this 
world, it is that the present rates of freight 
in tramp shipping, which alone would justify 
to-day’s costs of construction—and then only 
in compere few instances—will certainly 
not endure over a period of fifteen or twenty 
years, All experience points the other way, 
It is, therefore, essential, if the shipping and 
shipbuilding industries are to be on a sound 
footing, that costs should be reduced. The 
alternative to this is simply lack of orders, 
leading, when the re-armament phase is over, 
to’ stagnation and unemployment. '' 

Remarking that owners and builders were 
not in opposing camps on the question of 
the cost of liners, Lord Craigmyle added : 
“If the British mercantile marine is to fight 
its way back to prosperity on an economic 
basis, it must have economic ships at an 
economic price, and | beheve that, when 
once the necessary and inevitable rush of re- 
armament is over, we shall be able to get 
such vessels again -to the lasting advantage 
of both industries.’’

THE MODE OF ELECTION 


To a large extent the bill is based on 
the findings of the minority report of the 
Commission which was—set up last. year, 
under the chairmanship of the late Chief 
Justice Kennedy. A considerable diversity 
of opinion existed among the members of 
the Commission as to the mode of election 
either from panels or otherwise. The 
majority favoured the system which has 
been adopted—mamely, election by a 
college of electors, consisting of every 
person who had been a candidate for the 
Dail at the previous general election, each 
elector to exercise a franchise in propor- 
tion to the number of first preference votes 
he received at. the election. 

Mr. John Hearne, the legal adviser to 
the Department of External Affairs, who 
was a member of the Commission, in a 
separate report, asserted that the only 
practicable method was election by Dail 
Eireann on the basis of Proportional Re. 


presentation. 


THE MINORITY REPORT 


The minority report, signed by eight out 
of the twenty-three members of the Com- 
mission, also favoured election by the Dail 
from panels formed on a vocational! basis; 
but two of these—namely, Sir John Keane 
and Mr. Frank MacDermot, definitely 
dissented from this proposal. In a separate 
note they stated: 

““We regard as very objectionable the 
proposed election of members of the Second 
Chamber by Dail Eireann, even from 
narrowly restricted vocational] panels. The 
plan seems to us: (a) to imply a degree 
of dependence on the Dail injurious to the 
prestige of the Second Chamber; (b) to 


. give a better chance of election to such 


members of the panel as are prepared to 
canvass deputies and party leaders, and, 
perhaps, even pledge themselves to party 
programmes. We cannot reconcile these 
results with the function of protecting 
democracy against tyrannical encroach- 
ments or party excesses such as have over- 
thrown it elsewhere.’’ i 

The Government apparently have re- 
garded these objections as of no import- 
ance, and, as the bill shows, have decided 
that the Dail members. with the addition 
of such candidates for the Dail as received 
over five hundred votes at the previous 
general election, are to constitute the 
electorate 

There were about 260 candidates at the 
last general election for the Dail, and, 
as most of these received over 500 votes, 
they will have in their hands the power 
of finally deciding on the 43 elected 
members of the Senate, 


THE PANELS 


The constitution of the panels is a 
matter about which there is some diffi- 
culty. Prospective candidates are asking 
how they are to go about ‘he job of getting 
their names on one or other of the panels. 
These five panels, with the number to be 
elected on each, are: — 

CULTURAL AND Epvucarronar: 
members, 

AGRICULTURAL: Eleven members. 

Lasnourn: Eleven members. 

INDUSTRIAL AND COMMERCIAL: 
members, 

ADMINISTRATIVE: Seven members. 

In connection with these there will be 
made as soon as possible what is called 
nominating orders. These orders will 
probably indicate the bodies who will be 
given the power to nominate to the various 
panels. Thus it may be assumed that for 
the educational panel power to nominate 
will be given to such bodies as the 
teachers’ organisations, the Royal Irish 
Academy, the Incofporated Law Society, 
and other legal bodies. The universities,

will probably not be included. Under the 
head of Agriculture, power of nomination 
may be given to the County Councils’ 
General Council, the cattle trade organisa. 
tions, and grain and beet-growers’ associa. 
tions. Under Labour, ‘the various 
organised bodies will receive powers, while 
under the head of Industry and Commerce 
the Federation of Irish Industries, 
Chambers of Commerce, and other 
organised bodies would receive recogni 
It is thought that under the class 
of Administration it may. be found 
possible to find a place for experienced 
chairmen of county councils and other 
public bodies. Mr. Seumas Moore, a 
member of the Senate Commission, made 
a separate report in favour of making 
use of the services of such persons, It 1s 
also probable that an effort will be made 
to include in this category retired civil 
servants of the higher classes and also 
representatives of the highly organised 
social services. : 


T.D.’S LIMITED RIGHT 


There is a provision in Section II. of the 

bill that ‘‘ where the Government is 
satisfied, in i1espect of any particular 
panel, that a pafticular interest ought to 
be represented on such panel, and that 
there is no body which is su table for 
appointment as a nominating body in 
respect of such interest, the Government 
may be appointed as a nominating body 
in respect of such panel.” 


Members of the Dail have a limited 


right of nomination. A person may be 
placed on any of the panels if he secures 
the signatures of 25 members of the Dail. 
There is a proviso that no member shall 
join in the nomination of more than ont 
person to any panel, 

With regard to the eleven members to be 
nominated directly to seats in the Senate, 
this privilege will be in the hands of Mr. 
de Valera. This nomination is not re- 
ferred to in the new bill for the reason 
that it is already specified in the Constitu 


tion that “the nominated members of | 


Seanad Eireann shall be nominated by the 
Taoiseach with their prior consent.”’ 

The Senate Bill will probably be passed 
by the time the Dail rises for the 
Christmas. holiday, in which case the 
election itself will be held early in the 
new year.

It is understood that the main points raised 
by the buildirg trade workers at their meet- 
ings concerned the division of Dublin City 
and County into three areas, with different 
rates of pay, and the classification of un- 
skilled workers from 18 to 21 years of age. 
The men contended that an unskilled worker 
of 18 years should receive the adult rate of 
wages, 

The Minister will keep in touch with the 
parties during the next few days in the hope 
that a way out of the present stalemate will 
be found. 


OIL COMPANTES’ WORKERS 


A national agreement on wages and condi- 
tions of certain grades of workers employed 
by the Irish Free State oil distributing com- 
panies was discussed yesterday at a conference 
between the emplovers and the trade unions.

ITALY’S ATTITUDE 
WELCOMED 


- 


At the close of his second conversation 
with Signor Bova-Scoppa, the Italian per- 
manent delegate at the League, M. Delbos, 
the French Foreign Minister, himself in- 
formed Lord Cranborne, Under Secretary 
for Foreign Affairs, of what had taken 
place, says Reuter. 

Yesterday morning M. Corbin, the 
French Ambassador, called on Mr. Eden 
for an informal talk on the subject of the 
conversations. 

The fact that the Italian Government 
had seen fit to approach France at Geneva 
is ‘welcomed in London as a sign that 
Italy is ready to improve her relations 
with the democratic Powers. Although 
Signor - Bova-Scoppa only stated that 
Mussolini would be willing to give 
assurance not to send more Italian trocps 
to Spain, British cireles hope that it will 
not be long before the vital question of 
withdrawing volunteers may be reopened. 

It is understood that M. Delbos snoke 
very frankly to Signor Bova-Scoppa about 
the-misgivings which the maintenance of 
a large Italian army on the other side of 
the Pyrenees would create in France. 

Some British observers believe that 
Italy’s sudden change of attitude may 
have been dictated by the wish of Signor 
Mussolini, on the eve of his departure 
for Germany, to show Herr Hitler that 
Italy did not, rely on German. friendship 
alone. However that may be; both British 
and Fren”" circles in London are con- 
vinced that this opportunity for a dc'snte 
with Italy, which appears to have risen 
out of the firm stand taken by the nine 
Nyon: Powers, should not be missed. 

One of Signor Mussolini’s conditions for 
resuming co-operation with the League is 
that the conayest of Abyssinia should be 
recognised. Both Britain and France have 
an interest in settling the question of 
Abyssinia’s status. De jure recognition 
would, for instance, make local relations 
easier for the Governments of the adjoin- 
ing territories under the British flag. 

The difficulty: of accrediting an Am- 
bassador to the King of Italy, as Emperor 
of Abyssinia, has meant that France ‘s 
only represented in Rome by a Chargé 
d'Affaires. Franeco-Italian negotiations 
would probably be facilitated by the pre- 
sence in Rome of an Ambassador. 

On the other hand, no real advance can 
be made towards gratifying the Italian 
desire for recognition until relations 
between Italv and the democratic countries 
have been securely placed on a footing of 
greater confidence.

RAILWAYMEN’S 
PENSIONS 


NEW PROPOSALS TO BE 
PUT FORWARD 


Mr. William Norton, T.D., is to receive a 
deputation at 52 Parnell square, Dublin, on 
Wednesday next, from the Railwaymen’s 
Pension Committee, to discuss with them 
proposals which have been formulated by that 
committee after a series of meetings for a 
pensions scheme. 

The demand put forward by the railway- 
men is to the effect that the Government is 
to establish the pension fund by Act of the 
Oireachtas, and be responsible for the gy oni 
working and Gnencial stability of it; that 
the fund be governed by six Commissioners 
and a Chairman appointed by the Govern- 
ment after consultation with the Commis- 
sioners; three of the six Commissioners to be 
elected by the contributory members and the 
other three by the Government and the rail- 
way company; that the Commissioners have 

ower to govern the administration of the 
fund, and make reports to the Mimster for 
Finance or other governing Minister; and 
that the Commissioners are to be the highest 
judges on all claims, next to the Finance 

linister; that they will also have power to 
draw up a code of regulations for the proper 
working and administration of the fund. 

As to finance, it is proposed that the fund 
get a substantial starting sum from the 
finister for Finance, and that same be re- 
vised yearly on an actuarial basis; that the 
revenue be recouped from contributions from 
serving workers at the rate of 25 per cent. 
on earnings, a further 24 per cent. payable 
by the railway company, and a grant from 
the Finance Minister to keep the fund solvent. 

It is proposed that contributing members, 
and all members in the service at the passing 
of the Act, be paid not less than two-thirds 
of the pay they enjoyed for one year prior 
to retiring;|that members who 
retire through ill-health with over ten years’ 
service get paid on a scale based on their 
actual service, plus seven years added—the 
minimum to be not less than one-third of 
the wages earned at the time of retirement— 
that widows of members who die in the 
service be paid a sum of all contributions 
paid by the Government, the company and 
the members, plus 5 per cent. compound 
interest on the whole, and that benefits apply 
to members who had retired since the Trans-

Another Big Scrap Order for U.S, 


With Japan entirely withdrawn from the. 
scrap market, the British European Cartel is 
at present the dominant buyer. Mr. I. F. L. 
Elhot, director of the British Iron and Steel 
Federation and of the European Scrap Cartel, 
has placed orders with American scrap dealers 
for 258,000 tons within the last few days, 
after contracting for about 500,000 tons six 
weeks ago. It is understood that the latest 
order is $2.50 above the price uí the earlier 
order, in spite of the current downward trend 
of domesti¢ scrap prices. It is believed that 
the bulk of these orders will be apportioned 
between Britain, Italy, and Poland. 


The Abyssinian affair had previously taken 
a considerable number of Italian ships off the 
market, and the Spanish trouble has taken 
other vessels away. Now the Japanese War 
has resulted in Japanese vessels being re- 
moved. These events came at a time when 
there was a real shortage of tonnage, and 
now we are: seeing a wide distribution of 
ships and:an abundant harvest in the United 
States. As a good proportion of the events 
governing the situation are political, it is 
impossible to be certain of the future, but it 
seems likely that we shall see good shipping 
profits for at least another vear. The posi- 
tion of the owners of existing ships is 1m- 
proved by the fact that high prices are 
demanded for new tonnage, not because of 
a large increase in the building of mercantile 
tonnage, but because of a large increase in 
the building of naval vessels which are not 
competitive on the high seas. The pro- 
gramme of naval shipbuilding is not half 
completed. It will probably be two years 
before prices of new mercantile tonnage are 
ae level which can be regarded as reason- 
able
